First Book of Enoch: 


1:1 without the Book of Enoch, the stories in the Book of Genesis cannot be 
completed in the Bible we have today. 


1:2 the mistake made in the Book of Enoch is that the author mistook 
Angels for the tribe of Gods. 


6:3-5 Samyaza and 200 others wanted to sleep with women. This would 
mean there were over 200 Gods. Whoever Samyaza is and the 200 others 
were, they are not Angels. 


7:1 the giants taught sorcery, spells, and how to extract medicinal plants. 
7:2 this is a false verse that the giants were 300 feet tall. 


7:3-5 once all the giants had gotten all the knowledge from mankind, the 
giants turned on mankind destroying what the giants could. 


8:1 the Angel Azazel taught man how to build swords, knives, and 
breastplates, and revealed to them the metals of the earth and how to work 
with them. Azazel also taught man how to make bracelets, ornaments, and 
how to use antimony for makeup. Antimony is known as Kohl which is 
Arabian. Azazel is an Angel because his name ends with el. 


8:3 Aramos the God taught enchantments to mankind. Baraqijal, also known 
as Baraqiel the Angel taught astrology to mankind. Baraqijal is Arabic, the 
Angels names that are Arabic end in “al”. Kokabel the Angel taught how the 
stars were formed. Ezeqeel taught knowledge of the clouds. Araqiel the 
Angel taught the signs of the earth. Shamaseil the Angel taught the signs of 
the sun. Sariel the Angel taught the signs of the moon. 


9:6 this is a false verse that the Angel Azael taught all unrighteousness on 
earth and revealed the eternal secrets that were preserved in heaven which 
mankind was striving to learn. This verse is probably talking about the God 
Samyaza who is described as the leader of the 200 Gods in the next verse. 


9:7-10 the tribe of Gods slept with wives on the earth. Samyaza was the 
leader of the tribe of Gods. The 201 Gods defiled themselves, the tribe of 
Gods revealed all kinds of sins to the wives they slept with. The tribe of 
Gods created nephilim by sleeping with wives on the earth. The nephilim 
are not allowed to enter Heaven because of their lawless deeds on the 
earth. 


10:4 this is a false verse that the Lord said to the Angel Raphael to bound 
the Angel Azazel is bounded by his hands and feet in Dudael which is 
darkness. There is no verse in the Book of Enoch that states Dudael is 
located in east of Jerusalem in Arabia. We don’t know where Dudael is. 


10:8 this is a false verse that the Angel Azazel corrupted the earth through 
what he taught mankind. The Angel Azazel is not responsible for all sin. 


10:9 the Watchers are called “Grigori”, the Watchers are not referred to as 
watchmen or guardians. The Aramaic word “Grigori” means the Watchers. 
The Aramaic word “ir” means watchmen, watcher, and guardian. 


10:10-14 the Angel Gabriel caused a civil war between those who the Gods 
had sons and daughters of with. The Gods sons and daughters would live for 
500 years. The civil war would be thousands of years before the Flood. 


14:21 this is a false verse that none of the Angels could endure our Lord’s 
face. 


14:24 this verse is about prostration 


15:8-12 the giant’s spirits try to destroy the earth. The nephilim’s spirits 
oppress, destroy, attack, start battles, and work to destroy the earth. If 
these verses are correct, that means the giants became demons. There were 
jinn before the giants existed, the giants who were deceased would not have 
been the only jinn on the earth. We don’t know if these are false verses or 
not. 


20:1 these verses are the list of the seven Angels who watch 


20:2 this is a false verse that the Angel Uriel is the Angel who watches over 
the world and Tartarus. Tartarus is part of Greek mythology and not part of 
Abrahamic beliefs. 


20:3 Raphael is the Angel who is over the spirit of man 


20:4 the Angel Raguel takes vengeance over the world. The Angel Raguel 
also watches over the sun, moon, and stars. 


20:5 the Angel Michael is aware of the best part of mankind and over chaos 
20:6 Sariel is the archangel in charge of the spirits that sin in the spirit 


20:7 the Angel Gabriel watches over Paradise, the serpents, and the 
Cherubim Angels. 


20:8 the Angel Remiel watches over those who rise on the earth 


22:7 the Angel Raphael told Prophet Enoch that Abel will complain about 
Cain’s descendants for the span of the earth. I don’t believe this verse 
relates to the alleged crucifixion of the Messiah. 


28:2 frankincense and myrrh are referenced. Frankincense is a product of 
Arabia. 


32:6 the tree of knowledge 


46:1 this is a false verse of the son of man having white hair accompanied 
by an Angel. 


61:8 this verse is a Day of Judgement reference 


69:2 Kokabiel is an Angel, Turiel is an Angel, Ramiel is an Angel, Daniel is 
an Angel, Azazel is an Angel, Batriel is an Angel, Basasel is an Angel, Ananel 
is an Angel, the Angel Turiel’s name is listed again, Samsiel is an Angel, 
Yetarel is an Angel, Tumiel is an Angel, the Angel Turiel’s name is listed a 
third time, Rumiel is an Angel, the Angel Azazel’s name is listed again. 
Bezaliel is an Angel who was left out of the original manuscript due to text 
transmissions. Artagifa is one of the tribe of Gods. Armos is one of the tribe 
of Gods. 


69:27-29 the inhabitants of Hell will be bound with chains, shut up, and 
imprisoned, their works shall go to waste 


71:1-2 the tribe of Gods were said to have faces that are as bright as a 
strong light with molten metal like hot iron. The tribe of Gods wore white 
garments. 


71:13-14 Enoch is spoken of as the Son of Man; this is a false verse. I don’t 
throw out the three books because of one verse. 


74:10 364 days in a year 
89:8 Noah's sons gave us races after the Flood 


98:7 every sin is recorded every day in Heaven in the presence of the Most 
High 


Ath to 3rd century BCE is the First Book of Enoch 


Second Book of Enoch: 


1:1 this is an expansion of Genesis 5:21-32 


11:1 fourth Heaven 
15:1-2 the Angel Sariel takes Prophet Enoch to the Heavens in these verses. 


18:4 there were 200 Gods led by their prince Satanail. Satanail could be a 
reference to Satan. 


21:7 part of this verse is false that there is an eighth layer of Heaven. Enoch 
saw the bottomless black pit in the second layer of Heaven, we don’t know if 
this is correct. 


21:8 this is a false verse that there is a nineth layer of Heaven. 


21:1 this is a false verse that the Cherubim and Seraphim Angels have six 
wings. Angels have two, three, or four wings in the Quran. The Cherubim 
and Seraphim Angels are said to have many eyes. The Cherubim and 
Seraphim Angels do not depart from the Lord’s face doing His will. The 
Cherubim and Seraphim Angels cover the Lord’s whole throne. The 
Cherubim and Seraphim Angels sing with gentle voice before our Lord. 


22:1 this is a false verse that there are ten layers of Heaven. The eight, 
nineth, and tenth lawyer of Heaven were thought to be later additions and 
were not part of the original text. It is false that in the tenth Heaven, the 
Lord's face burned. 


37:1 there are older and younger angels 


50:6 whoever spends gold or silver for his brother’s sake will have ample 
amount of treasure 


66:3 the Lord hates what is unjust 
68:1 Enoch lived to be 365 years old 
Noah's Ark pg. 212 


Third Book of Enoch: 


4:6 Enoch was challenged by the three Angels Uzza, Azza, Azazel in the 
Heavens. If Enoch went to the Heavens, he is a Prophet. 


9:1-5 these are false verses that Enoch was transformed into an Angel 


10:1-3 these are false verses that Enoch is transformed into the Angel 
Metatron. 


14:4 names of the rulers (angels) of the world 
15:1-2 these are false verses that Enoch was transformed into an Angel. 
16:1 this is a false verse that Enoch is transformed into the Angel Metatron. 


17:1-2 seven angel princes, they are accompanied by 496,000 groups of 
10,000 ministering angels 


28:7 His garment is as white as snow, the hair on His head is pure wool, and 
the entire cloak is shining with light 


69:4 either Yequn or Samyaza was the chief of the tribe of Gods who led the 
nephilim astray. I believe Samyaza was the chief of the Gods. The 
translation is incorrect that there were “children of the holy angels”. There 
were sons and daughters of the tribe of Gods. 


69:5 this is a false verse that the Angel Asbeel devised an evil plan for the 
nephilim to have sexual relations with women. The Angel Asbeel would not 
devise an evil plan. 


69:6 this is a false verse that the Angel Gadreel led Eve astray. 


69:8 Penemue is not an Angel. Penemue was a God. Penemue aught men the 
secrets of their wisdom. 


69:9-10 these are false verses that Penemue taught mankind how to write 
with pen and ink. Prophet Idris taught men how to write with a pen. 


69:11 this is a false verse that the Angels caused Prophet Adam to be 
expelled from the Gardens of Eden. 


69:12 the God Kasdeyae showed man how to cause a miscarriage. 


69:13 we don’t know if the Angel Kesbeel’s name is Beqa. Beqa was most 
likely a name of a God. 


69:15 Akae is not the name of an Angel. The Angel’s name is most likely 
Akael. 


Lilith was made for Adam but rejected her being below him pg. 285-286 
four demons pg. 288 


For God spared not the angels that sinned but casted them down to Hell pg. 
307 


Abraham’s father supported Abraham (unlike in Islamic belief) pg. 318 


Book of Tobit: 

1:21 Ahikar is an Arabian name. 

3:17 there was a wicked demon named Asmodeus 

4:12 Tobit told his son not to marry a foreign woman. 

4:15 Tobit told his son not to do anything to anyone that he would hate. 


4:17 Tobit told his son to pour food and wine over the graves of the 
righteous but not the sinners’ graves. This is not a practice found in 
Abrahamic religions. 


5:4 Tobias saw the Angel Raphael standing in front of him as a man. Tobias 
did not recognize Raphael.

6:16 this is a false verse of Raphael telling Tobias his father’s orders were to 
marry a woman that was an Israelite. 


8:6 this is a false verse that Prophet Adam’s wife was Eve. 
12:8 Raphael says it is better to be poor than to be rich and dishonest. 


14:5 Tobit says that the people of Israel will be taken back to the land of 
Israel and will rebuild Prophet Sulaiman’s Temple, and this temple will not 
be better than Prophet Sulaiman’s Temple. This verse contradicts Haggai 
2:9. 


Book of Judith: 


2:25 king Nebuchadnezzar II seized the territory as far as the southern 
borders which is near the land of Japheth in Arabia. 


3:1-7 this is a false story that the Israelites said they would give their 
possessions to king Nebuchadnezzar II and wanted to be king 
Nebuchadnezzar’s II slave.

Leaders should not interrupt 
the music when they speak. 


32:30 do not go on a path full of hazards. 


33:1 one who fears the Lord, in trials he or she will be rescued again and 
again. 


33:29 idleness teaches major sin. This is the same as the Quran. 
34:17 the person who fears the Lord is happy. 

35:13 the Lord is the one who repays, the Lord repays in sevenfold. 
35:14 our Lord does not accept a bribe. 

35:15 there is no partiality in our Lord. This is the same as the Quran.

42:13 this is a false verse of Ben Sira saying that a woman brings a woman’s 
wickedness. 


42:14 this is a false verse of Ben Sira saying that the wickedness of a man is 
better than a woman who does good. Ben Sira says that a woman brings 
shame and disgrace. 


43:1 Ben Sira refers to the Heavens as the Heavens in this verse. 
43:25 Ben Sira references huge sea-monsters. 


44:17-18 these are false verses where Ben Sira calls Prophet Noah perfect 
and righteous. This means Ben Sira taught that Prophet Noah wasn’t drunk 
in front of his sons. This verse is false because the Flood was not global. 


45:7-9 the high priests clothing 
45:10 the high priests wore turbans. Prophet Muhammad wore a turban. 
47:3 Prophet David was friendly with lions and bears. 


47:4 Ben Sira believes Prophet David executed Goliath with a stone and a 
sling shot. 


48:5 this is a false verse of Prophet Elijah raising a person from the 
deceased. 


50:27 Sirach’s grandson wrote the book of Sirach. Sirach’s son’s name is 
Eleazar, Eleazar’s son is called Jesus. 


51:10 this is a false verse of Ben Sira calling our Lord “my father”. 
51:11 Ben Sira says that our Lord answered his prayers. 


51:13-14 Ben Sira prayed for wisdom when he was young. Ben Sira says he 
will search for wisdom his whole life. 
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51:26 Ben Sira says to put in the effort to work hard. Ben Sira says to be 
willing to learn. 


51:29 Ben Sira says not to be ashamed to praise our Lord.
